INHABITANTS THEREOF. 



Civilization of Ihp Noble Itnl Man of 
the W«»t— “Blanket” Indians— I’onjr 

anil Dug— riucklng Out the Ilenrd. 
Clillilreil ami Souk. 



Nothing so mold* a snvsgc into n civilized 
state ns tlio necessity of making a living in 
civilise.! wavs, There are no other ways for 
him now. Tin) bufTalo are gone from tho 
plains, the elk from the mountains. There is 
uo wilil grass for his pony save the grass 
upon the reservation. B*‘fore the advance of 
railroniis ami civilization he hus yielded year 
hy year, till there is now no more for him to 
yield to civilisation but himself. II# yields 
stubbornly ; he does not like the white man's 
wavs. Among 9, SOU Abaaraens who have 
fought and n-soclatcd vvnii the whites for a 
generation not 100 iq>cal» English, and when 
they are taught it in tho schools they disdain 
to speak it once they are in the camp again. 

The blanket is inseparable from the idea of 
the wild Indian. It is t lie emblem of *av- 
agerv Induce him to lay aside the blanket 
snd replace it wiili coat and pantaloons uud 
ho is civiliseil. This is so true that they are 
classed as civilizM Indians mid blanket 
Indians. Toe blanket is wrap|ied about tlie 
body, brought up over the head nod ull the 
faceetivi >|ksI except tlie eyes, li lie is in- 
tiuecd t work, he holds tho folds of the 
blank, t in b.u left hand and uses the ax or 
hoe with the light. With the squaw the 
blank-d serves a doublet purpose; it is dress 
for herself and cradle for the | miioo**. A 
dexterous folding of it forms n pouch up'U 
the back and iu this tin papoose rides, jhst- 
mg beside its mother’s head ns she ti ots along. 

•‘The earth is oar mother; to plow the 
ground is to scratch her skin, to Uig ditches 
w to wound her Imxom, to open mines is to 
crack her bones, mid she will receive no 
Indians when tiny die if they so unuseinr.” 
This is tlie explanation tbe Indian gives of 
his disinclination to work. That is the poetry 
of it; the fact is that the Indian, like his 
white brother, is lazy and only works when he 
•anuot help ii. Hut the Indian is learning 
to lalxir. Ills native food, the wild 
game of the forest und plain, is gone; 
the government issue of l*rf and l>u- 
con is scanty, and, like the improv- 
ident negro, lie often cats the rations 
lor the week in t wo or three days. The stim- 
ulus <f hunger hits driven him to work. 
Every family of the Absaracas or Crows, 
among whom the writer sojourns, during the 
past year has lived at its own home and cul- 
rated its own crop The lands are now being 
allot Usl, bu: i -y*ten» of separation and 
family ownei sin, livady in o[>ei'aticn under 
tbe efficient manager: :,t of the agent, a dis- 
tmgtii'h'd Mixsisxippiun. Ea h fuimiy pos- 
sesses a cabin, a root house for w inter pro- 
visions, a corral for horses, and a wire 
inclasure for cultivation, ami in this they 
bavo raised c ru, jiotatoes, grain, melons and 
vegetables, the government furnisliing nil 
iced and tools. 

It was unkind to eail them Crows. There 
is little enough poetry in tlie real Indian, 
how noble soever his re i loot her of roir.anco 
may be. and surely it is unkind to take from 
him that little he has. The Ahsaruca, their 
own name for themselves, is quite different 
from tbe ill fumed bird we call a crow. It is 
• small blue haw k, of graceful poise and sw ift 
flight, common upon the prairie. 

The Crow reservation is |n i liapsthe largest 
and most valuable possessed by any tribe. 
Lying 'TOO miles along tb<* N rtheru Pacitlc 
railroad in Montana, und extending noutli- 
ward to the yoming line, ir. is traversed by 
many clear mountain streams with fertile 
bottoms, and bordered on tlie south and west 
by mountains rich in minerals. The Crows 
have ever U-en friends of the whites, abetting 
them in their long mil's with tbe Sioux, the 
Sez IVives nnd other northwestern tribes. 
They nre ii h ill land, |>ouies and cattle. 

The poii v mid dog are part of tlie Indian 
family. Tho [smy is the property of the 
buck; lie never walks. The dog is the sequi- 
tur of the squaw. 1 have seen ns many ns 
•levea at tho heels of one Indian woman. 
They nre mongrels of every breed, domestic 
and wild, are jssji' nnd worthless, but cat at 
the same table and sleep in the same Ixxl with 
their erect kinsmen. Doth men and women 
are exiiert riders. 1 have seen children U and 
t years old furiously riving tbo half broken 
ponies. 

Though there are many aged people in tho 
Abxuru 'ii Inlie, 1 Imvc never seen one whose 
hair was |«rfectly white. It is often streaked 
with gray and - m. ; lines quite grizzly in the 
very old. When it becomes gray it is often 
i fancy vv nil them to paint it red. The hair 
grows long upon tlie beads of the men u.. 
well us the women, and i- never cut save a* 
an evidence of mourning. They wear no 
Unrd, plucking out each hair as it comes 
upon the face. They carry suspended from 
the nock by u string a pair of broad t wet zers 
of their own construction for tins | . |x.-e, 
and the young buck in arranging in- toilet 
xuinines his chin carefully in the mirror to 
be sure no offending capilla is there I'rob- 
»biy from generations of su"h rough u-uge 
tlie l ward grows sparsely when uudlxturlieii. 
There is mi imbeebo in tho iritx? who lui- 
Inched either vanity or brains to pin k Ins. 
snd after a growth of forty years it is but u 
sparse stubble of stilT black bair.

It will be a help some of 
these dare, when the dear LORD bids us 
besiege the unclean, wicked, but still most 
attractive city ot Cincinnati. I believe He 
baa "much people” there whom our eimple 
goepel will reach and bless. 

We have been in North Fairmount just a 
week. We all had a little touch of Mill 
Creek miasma in that time, but all were 
healed by the good LORD in the simple 
way of Hie own appointment —a drop of oil 
and a word of praver. 

PADUCAH, KY, OCT 27. 1887. 

We came from Cincinnati via tne Short 
Line. It may be “abort,” but it is any- 
thing but "sweet;” for I have not in my 
traveie met any so jerky, bumpy, rol 
lickingly drunken a railway as this 
old "Eria” was something like it, in reck- 
lessness 0 / speed and sharpness of turnings, 
But for attempts to jump the track without 
quite making it, commend me to the Short 
Line, between Cincinnati aud Louisville 

"Can you lodge (our Barnes''.'” we tele- 
graphed Fat Joyes, our friend of 40 odd 
years "Yes' Come along! ti I ad to have 
you!” he wired baca, and the dear old Dov 
met us at the elation with hie hearty grasp 
and unchanged afiectiouate wavs. In a 
quarter of an hour we were at 632 Second 
atreel, which poured out its inmates in tu 
multuoue welcome to greet us. Fur about 
five minutee, according to immemorial us- 
age, when we enter Fat’s bouse, every liv- 
ing soul of ua, big and littla— 1 bad almost 
said— yells at a very high pitch of voice, 
regardless of everybody else (Questions 
aid answers there are, but to the general 
observer it is simply Babel— these old time 
greetings. Alter awhile we quiet down; 
consent to take chairs and talk like ration- 
al people. 

Our stay at Fat’s was all too abort. I 
was voted a tyrant of “most hideous mien,” 
in view of a firm purpose to be ofl to Fad- 
uesh on the next morning's train. I could 
hardly do otherwise, seeing 1 had sent a 
telegraphic appointment, which 1 could 
not. decently, cancel. But Ihe female mind
